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ADVISORY ACTION (continued) 

Applicant's response after final, filed 8/12/06, including the declaration under 37 CFR 
1.132, has been fully considered but is not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Kanbe et al teaches away from the claims which now require that 
the third underlayer is either substantially lacking boron or comprises less than 1% boron. 
Applicant maintains that the reference teaches away from the use of B in an amount of less than 
2 at%. 

The examiner maintains the position of record that the reference suggests the use of 
boron within the broad range of 15 at% or less, with 2-15 at% being a preferred range. However, 
the reference does not exclude the use of smaller amount of boron. As shown in Figures 5a and 
5b, amounts of B of less than 2 at% have slightly improved coercivity. Thus, one of ordinary 
skill in the art would choose to use less than 2 at% B in order to increase coercivity. 

Applicant's declaration has been fully considered. The declarant states that boron begins 
to have a non-negligible effect on grain size when it crosses a threshold wherein that threshold is 
a function of the solid solubility of boron in Cr. The declarant states that "one skilled in the art 
would believe that the. . .threshold is about 2%." 

It is noted that the B in Kanbe is added to a Cr alloy system containing any one of a 
number of other elements which one of ordinary skill in the art would expect to have an effect on 
the solid solubility of B in Cr. Thus, the evidence of record is not sufficient to establish that the 
addition of B in an amount of less than 2 at% to the specific Cr alloy layers taught by Kanbe et

al. would be understood by one of ordinary skill in the art to be taught away from by the prior 
art.
